The record needed to answer your inquiry is not in our files. If the record were here on July 1 2, 1 973, it 
would have been in the area that suffered the most damage in the fire on that date and may have been 
destroyed. The fire destroyed the major portion of records of Army military personnel for the period 
1912 through 1959, and records of Air Force personnel with surnames Hubbard through Z for the period 
1947 through 1963. Fortunately, there are alternate records sources that often contain information which 
can be used to reconstruct service record data lost in the fire; however, complete records cannot be 
reconstructed. 

There is a possibility that prior to the fire, the military medical records may have been sent to the 
Department of Veterans Affairs (VA). We suggest contacting the nearest VA Regional Office for 
assistance. You may call: 1-800-827-1000. 

If the VA does not have the military medical records, we can make a search of alternate records sources. 
We will conduct a search for information about each illness or injury while in the military service, if the 
approximate dates (month, or season, and year) of treatment and the complete organizations (company, 
battalion, regiment, division/squadron, group, wing, etc.) are provided. Please complete the enclosed NA 
Form 13055, Request for Information Needed to Reconstruct Medical Data. It is important that as much 
information as possible is provided so we can identify those alternate records sources which may contain 
the information needed.

Thank you for contacting the National Personnel Records Center. A search of inpatient clinical 
records requested produced negative results. 

We are pleased to inform you that morning reports and rosters for the HHC 4/21 INF LIB 
AMERICAL DIV DUC PHO RVN from May 1969- August 1969 are on file at this center. 
However, microfilmed tapes for 1969 and later are not available for review as they contain social 
security numbers*

We located material relating to the 4 th Battalion, 21 st Infantry, 1 1 th Light Infantry Brigade for the 
period of April 8, 1968 to April 9, 1969 among the Records of the United States Forces in Southeast 
Asia, 1950-1975 (Record Group 472). Enclosed is a copy of a box list for these records. Please let 
us know which files and dates you would like copied and we will provide a price quote based on a 
page count. Each box contains approximately 1,000 pages of documents. Our current fee for 
electrostatic (paper) copies which is $0.75 per page with a minimum mail order fee of $15.00. 

If you will let us know more precisely what event or events you are seeking to document, as well as 
approximately when they occurred , we will gladly search the records further on your behalf 
Enclosed is a copy of the Vietnam Casualty List from the Coffelt Database for the 4 th Battalion, 21 st 
Infantry unit for the period of April 8, 1968 to April 9, 1969.
